On one point, political bigwigs of both parties 
agree: If New York goes for Roosevelt, Willkie 
can only win by carrying California, with its 22 
electoral votes. And both New York and California 
are battlegrounds, with neither side willing to con- 
cede inch 

The Gallup Poll, showing Willkie leading in elec- 
toral votes (the kind that elect!) and Rooseveit 
with a slight edge in total popular vote, is hotly 
disputed. But virtually every other impartial check, 
regardless of who has the edge, indicates a neck- 
and-neck battle with New York's. uncertainty 
making California’s roll doubly significant. 

One analysis, by an expert who seldom guesses, 
lists the States, one by one, and arrives at the 
conclusion that if Roosevelt can carry his home 
State of New York, and if his running-mate, Wal- 
lace can pick off his State of Iowa— and if they 
ean also carry California— the New Deal ticket 
will win with 284 electoral votes, or 18 more than 
the required 266. But if California should go for 
Willkie, it would be a Republican victory— by a 
nose!

Jerry Sadler, Texas railroad 
commissioner, sponsors the pro- 
posal to pour oil in the Rio Grande 
and set it afire if an attack occurs. 


“Tf only 10 wells would turn loose 
oil into the Rio Grande it would be 
impossible for any invading army 
to cross the river. This oil, when 
set ablaze, would shoot flames hun- 
dreds of feet high and would con- 
tinue to burn fiercely as long as the 
oil flowed into the river,” Sadler, 
one of the three members of the 
Texas oil industry regulatory body, 
explained. 

Other suggestions coming before 
Sadler’s have been: a barbed wire 
fence along the Rio Grande. “Elec- 
trify the fence,”’ suggested another. 
A concrete pill box every 100 yards. 
Floodlights every 100 yards (like 
aight baseball). 


Yates Field Near By.

tested and observed Igor Sikorsky’s | 
helicopter. 

Capt. H. Franklin Gregory, who 
was accompanied here by Lieut. 
Victor R. Haughen, made two flights 
of five minutes each in Sikorsky’s 
experimental aircraft. He is the 
only person, aside from the inventor, 
to fly the machine and is believed 
to be the first United States army 
pilot to fly one. 

Pleased by Flight. 

Flying alone—the helicopter is a} 
one-man machine—he slowly opened | 
the throttle to the 100-horsepower 
motor and the triple-bladed air- 
screw revolved faster and faster. | 
Then, after he pulled a lever which | 
changed the pitch of the blades on 
the airscrew, the ship rose vertical- 
y to an altitude of 20 feet. In his } 
orief flights he demonstrated the 
ability of the plene to move forward 
and backward and rise and land 
vertically. 

Later Mr. Sikorsky made a dem- 
onstration flight and reached an alti- 
tude of 100 feet. 

“The demonstration by Mr. Sikor- 
sky showed the helicopter to act, in 


normal operation of an aircraft of 
its type,’ Captain Gregory said. ‘I 
think its possibilities are great, both 
in commercial and military fields.”’ 

Captain Gregory said he was 
greatly impressed by the ease with 
which the helicopter can be con- 
trolled. There is no need for basic 
changes in its construction, he said. 
The officer plans to return for fur- | 
ther flights. 

The two officers flew here in the 
morning from Dayton and took off 
on their return trip early in the aft- 
ernoon. 

Used for Observation. 

Recent reports from European 
battlefields indicated that Germany 
has employed helicopters as obser- 
vation craft, and possibly as attack 
planes. A news account related that | 
a flyer set an aircraft down in a 
small area within a fort. Germany

Expensive Show 


Their Light Duplicated by 
Science After Years of 
Experimentation. 


WASHINGTON.—The flashing of a 
field of fireflies, one of the loveliest 
phenomena of nature on a summer | 
evening, is an expensive show. | 

This is pointed out in the annual | 
report of the Smithsonian institution 
by Dr. N. S. Rustum Maluf of the} 
Zoological laboratory at | 
Yale university. 


For two generations one of the 
ideals of science has been to pro- 
duce artificially ‘‘cold light’’—radi- 
ation confined entirely to those wave 
lengths to which the retina of the | 
human eye is sensitive and w hout | 
any energy wasted in the form of | 
heat or invisible light. Could the | 
ideal be attained with the same ex: | 
penditure of fuel and power as is} 
required for light production at pres- \ 
ent, the world’s bills for illuminat- | 
ing would be decreased enormously. 

Emits Visible Light Only. 

Actually the firefly has attained 
this ideal in one direction. It emits | 
only visible light. Chemists can 
even duplicate the process to a cer-| 
tain extent. Naturally a great deal | 
of research has been devoted to the | 
light-emitting mechanism, physical | 
and chemical, of the insects. The 
findings have been rather disap- | 
pointing, so far as practical appli- 
cation is concerned, Dr. Maluf 
points out. 


The phenomena of luminescence is 
widespread in nature. It is found 
among crustaceans, centipedes and 
a few other insects. In each case 
it is a chemical process, developed | 
by the animals themselves in the 
course of evolution and survival of 
the fittest, and finely adjusted to 
the needs of the individual species. 
But in no case, Dr. Maluf says, is 
it to be considered a cheap process, | 
as some physicists have thought be- | 
fore intensive study of the factors 
involved. | 


The luminescence of the firefly, | 
Dr. Maluf points out, is due to the 
oxidation—that is, the burning—of a 
chemical substance, luciferin. This 
reaction in turn depends upon a Cat- 
alyst, a substance which activates 
a chemical reaction without taking 
part in it—known as luciferase. The 
same phenomenon can be brought | 
out by appropriate mixtures of lu- 
ciferin, luciferase, and oxygen in 
a test tube at the proper tempera- 
ture. 


Wasteful Process. | 


All these experiments have shown | 
that it is, in one sense, a very waste- | 
ful process, considering the amount | 
of oxygen necessary. It is far less 
efficient than most means of pro-

The actual light from a single fire- 
fly is very minute, averaging little | 
more than 25 thousandths of a can- | 
dle power. The combined courtship 
efforts of a whole field full of the 
insects would hardly light a single 
room enough for sewing or read- 
ing. The insect will sometimes glow | 
steadily with a light as low as 200- | 
thousandths of a candle power in 
intensity.

Her love for animals and reptiles, 
the latter in particular, dates back 
six years, when her mother opened 
a small pet shop in the Bronx. The 
Armientos run a pet store and, when 
she is not out hunting snakes, the 
girl is the principal saleswoman. 

Miss Armiento, who twice has 
been bitten by non-poisonous snakes, 
learned the art of catching reptiles 
from a friend of the family. Her 
principal hunting grounds are the 
Catskill mountains and the Ramapos 
around Suffern, N. Y. She sold 100 
snakes to the zoo in the last three 
months, including the dangerous 
copperheads and rattlers.
